TO THE HONORABLE COURT: 

COMES NOW, plaintiff, the United States of America, by and through its undersigned 
attorneys, Rosa Emilia Rodriguez-Velez, United States Attorney for the District of Puerto Rico 
and Hector E. Ramirez-Carbo, Assistant United States Attorney, Chief, Civil Division brings this 
complaint and alleges as follows in accordance with Supplemental Rule G (2) of the Supplemental 
Rules for Admiralty or Maritime Claims and Asset Forfeiture Actions. 

NATURE OF THE ACTION 

This is a civil action in rem brought to enforce the provisions of Title 21, United States 
Code . Sections 841 (a) (1), 952 and 960; and Title 21, United States Code. Section 881(a) (4). 

DEFENDANT IN REM 

The defendant property seized by an officer of the Immigration, consists of: One (1) 1997 
Ford Econoline E-350, VIN 1FDJS34F4F4VHB70123, bearing Puerto Rico license plate number 
862-374, seized from William Gregorio AGRAMONTE-Quezada. 
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JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

This Court has subject matter jurisdiction over an action commenced by the United States 
pursuant to Title 28 United States Code , Section 1345; over an action for forfeiture pursuant to 
Title 28, United States Code, Section 1355; and over this particular action pursuant to Title 21, 
United States Code , Section 881(a) (4). 

This Court has in rem jurisdiction over the defendant property pursuant to Title 28, United 
States Code. Section 1355 (b) (1) (A) (acts and omissions giving rise to the forfeiture occurred in 
this district) and Section 1355 (b) (1) (B) (the defendant property is found in this district). 

Venue is proper in this district pursuant to Title 28, United States Code. Section 1355 (b) 
(1) (A) (acts and omissions giving rise to the forfeiture occurred in this district) and Section 1395 
(the defendant property is found in this district). 

BASIS FOR FORFEITURE 

This is a civil action in rem brought to enforce the provisions of Title 21, United States 
Code, Section 881 (a) (4) - All conveyances, including aircraft, vehicles, or vessels, which are 
used, or are intended for use, to transport, or in any manner to facilitate the transportation, sale, 
receipt, possession, or concealment of property described in paragraph (1), (2), or (9). 

FACTS 

The facts and circumstances supporting the seizure and forfeiture of the defendant property 
are contained in the Title 28, United States Code, Section 1746 unsworn declaration of the DEA, 
Task Force Officer, Miguel A. Andaluz attached hereto, and incorporated herein as if fully stated. 

CLAIM FOR RELIEF 

WHEREFORE, the United States of America prays that a warrant of arrest for the 
defendant property be issued; that due notice be given to all parties to appear and show cause why 
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the forfeiture should not be decreed; that judgment be entered declaring the defendant property 
condemned and forfeited to the United States of America for disposition according to law; and that 
the United States of America be granted such other and further relief as this Court may deem just 
and proper, together with the costs and disbursements of this action.
